Taft's emphatic declaration yesterday 
that he regarded the republican plat- 
form as meaning and the sentiment of 
the whole people as demanding "re- 
vision downward," eclipsed in Interest 
all minor and specific details of the 
tariff struggle in all circles here to- 
day. 


The statement issued late in the day. 


after a delegation of congressmen had 
appealed to the president for the main- 
tenance of protection upon raw ma- 
terials, particularly 
iron ore. wool, 


hides, oil ajid lumber, purported to be 
an outline report 
ot the discussion 


which took place during the visit of 
the delegation and especially of what 
the president said to the visitors; but 
the very. fact that such a statement 
was issued at all and. In particular, the 
emphatic conclusion of the remarks of 
the president thus reiterated, made it 
clear to all who studied the pronounce- 
ment that the president Intended it 
virtually as an ultimatum. 


See Thre-t of Veto.. 


Many read into the statement a 


barely concealed threat on the part of 
the president that if the hill reached 
him in a form which he regarded .is 
unfaithful to the promises of his party 
and disobedient to the sentiment of the 
mass of thfi people he would veto. 
'Few 'of the prominent members of 
either house of congress would dis- 
cuss the statement for .publication, and 
most' of the . ptterances intended for 
quotation were of a'perfunctory char- 
acter. but In confidence many talked 
freely and ' some of the conservatives 
very bitterly; some went so far as -to 
Bay that the'- president's stand meant 
nothing less than the defeat of the bill 
altogether.

Senate May Balk. 


The great difficulty of meeting the 


president's demands.'if they are.as ex- 
treme in-the direction of free raw ma- 
terial as is feared by those Interest- 
ed, will be encountered in the senate 
where the raw material states have 
greater 
proportionate 
representation 


and where there is no cloture rule. In 
the house, as a whole the tendency Is 
toward the president's position, but 
some of the house -conferees lean to- 
ward the senatorial views. 
No one 


goes so far as to predict that a feas- 
ible.way will not be' opened up for es- 
cape from the situation. Nor does any 
one especially condemn the president 
for holding out for the fullflllment of 
his campaign pledges. 
On the other 


hand, tho senators from the raw ma- 
terial sections urge the vital import- 
ance to those sections of the accept - 
ance of their views. " While the' best 
of personal good feeling between the 
white house and the capitol'existsi the 
interests.involved are so large that it 
is evident that congress will not yield 
readily, and it is very doubtful wheth- 
er the president could get free raw 
material if he should demand it.' 


Cotton Schedule Up. 
" 


. The cotton schedule was the first 
thing taken up by the conferees today. 
The cause of the contention that the 
rates' levied by the Dlngley law on 
various classes of cotton goods were 
not in all cases collected, the senate 
re-drafted the entire schedule, sub- 
stituting specific rates for the house 
ad valorems wherever possible. 


Representative Payne, chairman of 


the committee on ways and means 
was of the opinion that the senate's 
specific rates were higher than the ad 
valorems of the house bill were In- 
tended to be and in order that he 
might have time to look into these 
facts, the cotton schedule had been 
passed over. 


As soon as the confess5? me<- today 


Mr. Payne informed JJrT'Aldrlch that 
he was ready to consider the cotton 
schedule, but that he would like to 
have the senate's position explained. 
The finance committee has depended 
upon Senator Smoot for its informa- 
tion relative to the cotton duties and 
he was sent for to explain the reasons 
for the change mado by the senate.

tient and exercise judgment, in what 
they said and did: Strikers and 
their sympathizers made donations 
oj.fro mone'tO'five dollars-to a gen- 
eral account to- be -used in fighting 
the company for at least a month.' 


' Active plans are being mado today 


by the company to resume opera: 
tions Monday with as many men as 
possible. 
; Relatives of the arrested strikers, 
came to their assistance. 
Today six 


of the men held in the county jail 
•were admitted to bail, each, in the 
sum of $1,500, furnished by persons 
related to them. There are now six- 
teen men in the Allegheny county 
'jail, howeyer, held on charges of 
friot. All will be given hearings next 
Tuesday. 


Expected trouble w.ith the strikers 


failed to materalize. 
After an early 


morning review of the situation Lieut. 
Smith, of the state constabulary, said: 
"My men report that while the strik- 
ers are gathered in their homes, there 
will be small chance of mob rule and 
that orders for the men to keep close 
to their homes came from the strike 
leaders last night." 


A pretentious meeting of the strik- 


ing men was scheduled for late this 
afternoon, when an effort to finance 
the strike for an extended period will 
be made. 


At this meeting a committee will be 


appointed, it is reported, to call upon 
the mayor and city officials cither to 
put an end to the strike at once or 
compel the Pressed Steel company im- 
mediately to submit to arbitration. The 
tradespeople of the town are said to be 
behind the movement.

the decade ending June 30, 1909, ag- 
gregates in round terms $500,000,000 
according to a statement Issued today 
by the bureau ot statistic?. The term 
"manufactures" 
Includes 
the 
two 


groups under which tho bureau classi- 
fies ail products of American factories. 
"Manufacurcs ready for consumption," 
nnd "manufactures for further use In 
manufacturing." 


This growth In exportation of manu- 


factures to Germany, It Is stated while 
especially 
notable, merely 
parallels 


tho • general growth In exports 
of 


manufactures from the United States 
to Europe as a whole. The 
figure? 


show that the value of the finished 
manufactures exported to all Europe 
In 1S95 was 
$62,600,000 and 
In 190S 


$173,000,000 an Increase of, nearly 200 
per cent in that time. Th« growth In 
the group of manufactures for fur- 
ther use in manufacturing was even 
greater, the total value of articles In 
this group sent to all Europe*'In 1895 
having been in round terms $49,000,- 
000 and 
in 190S 5194,000,000, having 


thus quadrupled In the period stated. 
Combining the two groups the bureau 
estimates the total value exported to 
all Europe in 1895 was 
$111,500,000 


and in 1908 $367,500,000, on increase of 
a little over 230 per cent. 
Meantime 


it is stated the exports of all articles 
other than 
manufactures to Europe 


grew-from $509,000,000 In 1895 to $902,-

high cost of steel, wood and labor -in 
the United States to put American 
harvesting machinery importers in 
Franc?, at a serious disadvantage,

Governor Marshall made It known Unit 
he wanted the coal received by ttv- 
reformatory weighed by the cur In 
Jeffersonvlllo before It Is delivered to 
the reformatory. 


The parole question was up for dis- 


cussion also, and the governor gav* 
his views relative to releasing prison- 
ers. 'It Is the governor's stand on this 
question that led to differences be- 
tween the executive and former Su- 
perintendent Whlttaker. The gover- 
nor .believes that a. new set of rules 
should be drafted governing the ad' 
vancement of prisoners.

hereafter, not attend the meetings of 
the parole board of the Institution, so 
that he will In no wise be connected In 
a responsible way with the action of 
the board.

In the interest of clean baseball players 


ought to refrain, at "all times from at- 
tacking umpires on the field or from 
calling them bad names; at the same time 
the work of a bad umpire is always ir- 
ritating to players and Is generally the 
cause of disturbance 
and 
undoubtedly 
brought about the attack upon Mike Ja- 
cobs by Walter Miller at Zanesville yes- 
terday. 


The only excuse that can bo offered 


for Jacobs is that Dr. F. H. Carson, 
president of the league, got him in a 
trade for Roy Cterk and anything he got 
for Clark ought to be considered clean 
velvet. Jacobs was unusually bad in bis 
work here and that was the least of his 
faults. He has neither the ability to give 
decisions nor the nerve to uphold his 
position as presiding officer^ 
Players 'on both benches during the 


home games made a joke out of him and 
instead of calling him Mr. Umpire as 
the rules provide and as he has an ab- 
solute right to require them to do they 
yelled "kraut head," "free-lunch grabber," 
and "beer soaked bum" at long range 
and unprintable things at short range. 
This - absolutely destroyed his effective- 
ness In a same. If he had, as he should 
have done, ordered players who indulged 
tn such names from the lot and lined 
them to boot he would have done.a real 
service to the game and the spectators 
would have had some respect for him and 
It Is only the umpire who rules with an 
Iron hand that will make good, especially 
in a minor Icage. 


Ninety per cent, of the close games won 


by teams at home are won on the fact 
that the umpires give the home teams 


the best of all the close decisions and 
the records will show that this statement 
is not far out of the road. Umpires make 
mistakes just like other people and have. 
their bad days and proper allowance 
ought to be made, but they can at least 
uphold the dignity of their positions and 
the Central league will be better 
off' 


when the Indicator men take upon them- 
selves to fine rowdy players and put 
them out of the game. 


They ought to realize that honest ran- 


dom does not want games won on getting 
the best of all the breaks from 
the 


umpire and- ever since he has been . in 
office Dr. Carson has-tried to drill .this 
very thing into his staff and he is about 
ready to throw up his hands on the 
proposition.. 


The Fort Wayne team has -plenty of 


men who will take advantage of the. 
weakness of an umpire and they ought 
not to be Immune from punishment anv 
more than those on other teams. It is 
better to have a strict disciplinarian who 
makes a mistake now and then than a 
weak-kneed official who is right or nearly 
right all the time.and allows himself to 
be bullyragged .by the players.

Son Gets Fortune and the 


Shocking Case is Once 


More Closed 


Clinton. 111.. July 17.—The third con- 


test over the will of Col. Thomas 
Snell, the eccentric old man who died 
leaving an estate of $2.000,000 and 
cutting his only son off with an an- 
nuity of $50, was 
ended yesterday f 


when a jury decided that Col. Snell 
was insane at the time he made tht; 
will. 


This decision sets aside the bequest 


of several thousand dollars to Slabelie 
Snell MeXamara, the aged colonel's 
affinity and favorite grandniece. 


The jury was out a little more than 


an hour and took but one ballot, which 
resulted eleven to one for the contest- 
ins son. Richard Snell. The dissent- 
ing juror changed his vote without the 
formality of a second ballot. 


The first trial of the contest result- 


ed In a verdict that Col. Snell was in- 
sane, but a higher court set aside the 
verdict and remanded the case to an- 
other trial. 


Heirs Allowed $5,000 a Ye.r. 


If the will had stood the'legal heirs 


would have received, all told, annu- 
ities aggregating $6.000. and not ex 
ceeding $1,000 in any single case, while 
the residue of the fortune would have 
been held in a weird trust agreement 
for heirs yet unborn. 


On the date set for a final distri- 


bution, In the terms of the will, the 
estate would have. grown probably to 
$100,000,000. 


Just before 6 o'clock last evening 


the instructions were given to the 
Jury.

lionaire madly. 


To cater to a degenerate tendency 


which appeared to be one of Col. 
Snell's senile vagaries, the women in- 
terlarded their letters with unprintable 
obscenities. The more vulgar the tone 
of the letters the better pleased the 
old man appeared to be, and It was 
found when the letters were exposed 
that he had formed the habit of mark- 
ing them with his impressions. 


•"Bully letter" and "the best she ever 


wrote me," were two of the notes in 
the colonel's handwriting which at- 
tested his keen enjoyment of a couple 
of the worst examples of his grand-, 
niece^ Mabelle Snell McNamara's cor- 
respondence. 


Women All Greedy for Gold. 


Scarely a letter was written to thfi 


doting old man by any of the women 
which 
did not demand 
gifts 
and 


money.- 


"Send me my sealskin coat right 


away, you old dear." "I need a. lot of 
money. Send rne as much as you can 
spare, and I will love you to' death 
when I see you again." 
"I will neefl 


at least 51,000, dear old baby. Send it 
right away," were some of the re- 
quests, and it appeared that Col. Snell 
barkened to the requests and sent the 
money, for almost every letter de- 
manding more cash contained effusive 
thanks for past remittances.

IBKAHAM GBTJBEB, one of the best 


known lawyers in New York, says:— 
"No human being should be convict- 


ed on circumstantial evidence alone. Human 
hates and passions as well as human loves 
enter the witness box. Besides that thera are 
deliberate put up jobs. 
Circumstantial evi- 


dence is akin to metaphysical discussions of 
right and wrong, religious tendencies and all 
speculative things. 


"During thirty years I have known many 


innocent men to be accused by circumstan- 
tial evidence. 
Kecently I was in Albany and 


wrote out a check with a New York head- 
ing; five years henca it would be very diffi- 
cult for me to show that I was not in New 
York on that day. 


"I mlgfct cite many things done .daily, in- 


nocent fai themselves, which to some specula- 
tive and imaginative juryman would be posi- 
tive proof of crime. 


"It U better that ninety-nine guilty men 


[should escape than that one innocent man 
should suiter. Thi» is old rock bottom mo- 
rality and law. It is better for Justice and 
truth that no human being should be found 
guilty of crime on cirtnstantial evidence, no 
matter how teemingly honorable the source 
of it 
P 


OLITICAL discussion ranged high and th« 
group about the bar of the little roadside hotel 
became more animated under the lash of par- 
tisan feeling. 
Affairs !n the county bail 


grown Into a sharp local issue and there was 


talk of a kind that would havo sorved for matters 
of much greater moment. 


Several tluaes the landlord Imd protested at the 


extravagance of the disputants and finally he thought 
it wise to refuse further refreshment until the pro- 
railing tone of conversation had been lowered. In 
this he was taking a bold step, for those he enter- 
tained were persons of consequence, wealthy farm- 
ers, country politicians and residents of the nearby 
village.

•Yhe prosecutor found the only question in tbe degree 


*f murder invol-ed, and felt assured that he could es- 
s-vit=h « orpTOo^«»-*«-« crime. Tbi*- *•.«••— -teas bom* 


out by the fact that no arms nad oeen found on the 
body of Wickliffe, not even a knife. It seemed likelj 
that Wickliffe had delayed his journey and waited foi 
Blake along the road, but the natural supposition was 
that his Intention in this had been only to renew th« 
quarrel with words and threats, -or, at most, to submit 
their differences to an encounter with flsts.

TUBERCULOSIS IN HOGS 


Report of the Bureau of Animal 


Industry United States De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


Reports gathered from the various 


melt packing centers of this country 
show tuberculosis of hogs to bo on the 
incrwue and causing heavier loss to 
ratter and packer alike than any other 


HARVESTING IN RUSSIA WITH AMERICAN-MADE MACHINERY 


Statistics show that a year ago there 


were over 66,000,000 hogs In this coun- 
try and their value at that time was 
over J339.000.000. Federal inspection at 
tho abattoirs of the country show 2 per 
cent of the hogs slaughtered to be 
affected with tuberculosis. 
Reports 


from Europ« show a far more wide- 
spread infection that runs) as high as 
5.5 to 7.5 per cent. 


The small amount of money required 


to start in the hog-ralslng business and 
the quick returns, on the amount in- 
vested make It an attractive lield tor 
operations. 
Hogs will make greater 


gains on less feed than almost any 
other Uv« stock and at tho same time 
utilize profitably waste food products 
of every variety If properly prepared. 
As tuberculosis ot hogs Is chiefly con- 
tracted through feeding, the signifi- 
cance of tha latter feature is obvious, 


Hogs from Arkansas, Oklahoma and 


Texas are remarkably free from tuber? 
culosis, due to the methods of caring 
for them, or rather the lack of care. 
They are not restricted to feed lots, 
where disease is commonly found, but 
roam over largo areas to shift for 
themselves. 
No prolonged feeding is 


practiced In narrow limits, but from 
birth to maturity they are pastured on 
alfalfa, oats, corn, rape and peanuts. 
Hogs raised in the forest regions of 
Hungary are likewise rarely affected 
with tuberculosis. In striking contrast 
are the hogs slaughtered at three cities 
in one of the leading dairy states whero 
there are a large number of co-oper- 
ative creameries and the raw skimmed 
milk is fed. 


Buyers for packing houses are learn- 


ing from bitter experience to avoid 
sections of certain states and two firms 
will not buy hogs from one state known 
to be badly infected. 


An investigation carried on by the 


Bureau o£ Animal Indus'.ry in a certain 
section of the middle west consisted of 
tagging' hogs hauled to market in 
wagons. 
Of 3,420 animals tagged it 


was learned that all of the affected 
Itock came from less than 6 per 'cent 
of tbe farms.

majority ot tuberculous hogs ars pro- 
duced by the following causes: 


1. Feeding raw milk and slime from 


creameries. 


2. Feeding hand-separated milk from 


tuberculous cows. 


3. Feeding behind tuberculous cattle. 


. 4 . Feeding tuberculous carcasses. 


6. Feeding slaughter house offal.

which adorns so many cornfields after 
planting time, does not, in most cases, 
serve the desired purpose, but is re- 
garded by Mr. Crow as a notice which 
plainly says: "Here's the place to get 
your free lunch"; and he gets It, too. 


But there is such a thing as making 


a scarecrow that will scare, and here is 
the way to do It: 


Take a box about fifteen Inches long 


by ten inches square. Place this box 
near the cornfield fence, having one end 
of the box open, and a "hen's nest" in 
the other end, In which put two or 
three fresh eggs.' 


In the open end of the box set a small 


steel trap, covering it with fine dry 
grass or leaves. Then place an egg 
about two feet from the box, in such a 
position that when Mr. Crow is in the 
act of getting this egg he can easily 
see the ones In the nest. 


The second trip he makes for eggs Is 


generally the last one. Now you can 
catch only one crow in this manner, but 
one is sufficient, for he will at once get 
busy giving out danger signals that 
will be heeded by all other crows for 
miles around. 


Don't be in a hurry about releasing 


him, for ,the longer he is In the trap 
the better opportunity ho has of circu- 
lating the news of his imprisonment. 


Unless his legs are broken or he Is 


otherwise Injured It is best not to kill 
him. Just let him go. 


No danger o£ this one coming back, 


and the whole crow family will steer 
clear of that cornfield all season.—R. A.

THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY 


The Secretary of Agriculture Gives a Flattering Account of Its Develop- 


ment in the United States. 


VALUE OF DAIRY SCHOOLS 


In 1896 there were six beet sugar 


factories in operation and one building, 
having altogether a capacity for slicing 
4,000 tons of beets dally. In 1908 there 
were sixty-four factories, with a total 
capacity of 50,000 tons of beets dally- 
more than a twelve-fold Increase. 


From 1898 to 1906 our production of 


beet sugar grew from 30,000 tons to 
484,000, an Increase o£ more than thir- 
teen-fold in eight years. 


In 1890 41,000 acres of beets were 


harvested; 
in 1906 376,000 acres, or 


more than nine times as groat an area. 


The price of beets, like prices of 


other farm products, lias risen steadily. 
In 1896 the factories paid $4.10 per ton; 
now -they have to pay $5.35. 


In 1898 the farmers had 364,000 tons 


of beets to sell to the factories, for 
which they received $1,504,000. In 1906 
just eight years later, they had 4,236,- 
000 tons of beets to sell and .received 


for them 521,604,000—a twelve-fold in- 
crease in beets and a fourteen-fold in- 
crease in money returns. 


The total amount paid out by fac- 


tories for beets during the past twelve 
years amounts to $121,000,000. 


The total capital invested In beet 


sugar plants In this country is about 
570,000 000, and this does' not ineUide 
Investments made by factory owners 
in farm lands, irrigation works, etc. 


Beet sugar factories are now in suc- 


cessful operation In sixteen states. 


Colorado leads all other states en- 


gaged in the industry, having sixteen 
factories. In 1907 these produced 169,- 
000 tons of sugar, or enough, if it had 
been passed around, to give all the 
people in the United States four pounds 
apiece. 


California and Michigan follow Colo- 


rado at a respectful distance In the 
race for second place. Michigan has 
the same number of factories as Colo- 
rado, but their product is considerably 


smaller. 
California has 
only nine 


Jlants, but some of the latter are very 
arge. From year to year the produc- 
tion of sugar is about the same in the 
:wo states. 


Utah has five factories and they are 


strong producers. Idaho and Wiscon- 
sin follow with four each, and there 
are ten states with one factory each. 


The most eastern factory is that at 


Lyons, N. Y. Hamilton City, Cal., has 
the most western factory; Los Ala- 
mltos, Cal., the most southern, and 
Billings, Mont., the most northern. 


The largest factory in the United 


States, and one of the largest in the 
world, is the one at. Spreckels, Cal., 
which Is able to slice 3,000 tons of 
beets in a day, or 100 carloads of thirty 
tons each. 


The oldest successful factory in the 


United States is the one at Alvarado, 
Cal., which was established in 1879 and 
has been making beet sugar for. thirty 
years.

RAIL FENCE PHILOSOPHY 


It Is possible that there is many a 


young man who has worked a couple 
of years under a good butter maker 
or cheese maker who never went to 
any dairy school, and who, in the pride 
of his success, makes light of their 
value, just as he does the dairy papers. 


This young man is liable to hesitate 


to "lose" (as he calls it) the time and 
wages, and the saved-up capital nec- 
essary to take a -term at the dairy 
school. 


We use the term "lose" because »we 


have heard that expression used by 
many of the class referred to above; 
the proper word is "invest," . and a 
mighty good investment that few men 
take one term but that they are anx- 
ious to take another. 


The value of the dairy school is not 


so much in what the students actually 
learn -in practice and theory, but that 
they learn to work with the'ir brain 
more, learn to work intelligently, and 
learn to continue their own education 
by reading technical papers and books 
and thus acquire a desire for an in- 
vestigation., ot the whys and where- 
fores of every little phenomenon ob- 
servable during their daily work. 


It is not only from the teachers that 


they receive their education, but it is 
from their fellow students, who have 
worked under various conditions; In- 
deed, we feel inclined to believe that 
this Is really the most valuable part of 
the course. 


We do not hesitate to urge the young 


men in the creameries and cheese fac- 
tories, as well as all young farmers, to 
attend the dairy schools, even at a 
most serious sacrifice. It will be the 
best investment they will ever be able 
to make.—B. E. Lara. 


ADAPT FERTILIZERS TO SOILS 


Select a Fertilizer to Build Up 


the Soil Rather Than to Grow 


a Certain Crof> 


It would be much better if the users 


of commercial fertilizers would get Into 
tho habit of adapting the fertilizer to 
M 


the soil Instead of seeking a fertilizer /I 
that is adapted to the crop grown.. 
\,* 


The object In using fertilizer should 


be the building up of Uie soil rather 
than growing a certain crop, and. a fer- 
tilizer which will balance up the plant 
food already In the soil Is an economi- 
cal fertilizer to use on any crop, sinco 
the effects of its application will show 
on any crop that is adapted to tho 
locality. 


A farmer cannot afford to buy all of 


the plant food that his crop will use in 
its growth. Then, why should be buy 
anything that his soil will furnish to 
the crop in sufficient quantities? 


True, some crops will take more of a 


certain element of plant food than an- 
other will. Some crops have the power 
of getting more food from a soil than 
others have. 


It Is better to remedy this by adopt- 


ing a judicious rotation of crops in 
which legumes will come- In frequently. 
The legumes will supply the nitrogen 
and help to keep up the humus supply. 


It is unfortunate for the farmer that 


the 
fertilizer 
manufacturers 
hava 


adopted the plan of recommending cer- 
tain mixtures for special crops and thui 
presume to adapt the fertilizer to tha 
crop rather than to sell the goods on 
their merits for the nitrogen, potash 
and phosphorus acid they contain and 
leave the farme.r to select the goods 
best adapted to his soil and conditions. 


The plan of adopting the fertilizer to 


the soil would induce more study on 
the subject of fertilizers and would lead 
to a more intelligent use of fertilizers. 


Too many farmers depend entirely 


upon the manufacturers of fertilizers 
to select the goods for them.

is an antitoxin against hog cholera, tha 
Missouri Agricultural college guaran- 
tee's the state legislature that it will, 
with an appropriation of $45,000 a year, 
save farmers of Missouri from $1,000,- 
000 to 55,000.000 annually. 


The ravages from cholera amount in 


one year always to $1,000,000 and fre- 
quently reach $5,000,000. 


The hog cholera serum was discov- 


ered by Dr. M. Dorsett of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


It was perfected and made practical 


by Dr. J. W. Connoway of- the Missouri 
Agricultural college. He has been work- 
ing for months on the problem and now 
has the proportion exactly. 


The agricultural college announces 


unequivocally that it is prepared to 
vanquish hog cholera completely, which 
will be good news to farmers all over 
the country. 


By the improved method hogs are 


immuned against cholera and the out- 
breaks of the disease are stopped with 
only the loss of those seriously affected 
before the identity of the disease was 
discovered. 


The serum or blood is drawn from 


what is known is a hyperimmunized 
hog. This is treated with small quan- 
tities o£ carbolic acid and when kept 
in a. cool place can be kept from six 
to twelve months.

The peat fuel Industry on which mil- 


lions of dollars have been spent in ex- 
ploitation Is discussed by H. H. Wind- 
sor in an editorial In the August num- 
ber of Popular Mechanics.

"It seems unlikely that ,pent as a 


source of power, or even heat, will be 
z. practical proposition at least for 
many years to come, c.s the cost of ex- 
tracting the water (which constitutes 
80 per cent or more of its weight when 
dug,) either by natural or mechanica 
methods, leaves the 
net result too I 


small. The price of coal in this coun- j 
try, together with the possibilities of 
water powers and windmills, puts peat 
as power in the class of those things 
which are possible, but not profitable; 
and this condition will doubtless con- 
tinue for many years. 
Our coal de- 


posits arc too large and accessible to 
permit peat to come into competition, | 
and it must always labor under the 
same disadvantage as the lignite, of the 
Dakotas—-that of large bulk for any 
given weight. 


"Much more likely is it, that before 


peat can hope tn become a commercial 
commodity of any conspquence, our 
electricians will have perfected long- 
distance transmission 
of electricity

ICY one who thinks the elephant a slow, clumsy 
beast would have cause to change his opinion 
on seeing him at work along the rivers of 
northern Siam. The rainy season, which be- 
gins in April, is the time when the teak logs, cut 


'during the dry season in the forests about the upper 
waters of the Menam River, arc floated down to Rahang, 
where they are caught and rafted to Bangkok, Instead 
of red-shirted, spikcd-shoed " river-drivers" such as 
handle the logs in their downstream journey to the 
sawmills on the Penobscot and Kennebec in Maine, the 
"lumber-driving" of the Siamese rivers is done by bare- 
footed, half-naked men on elephants, and the "bone" 
labor and much of the thinking involved in the operation 
are done by the elephants. 


The middle of June, some years ago, found the drive 


of teak logs that I was taking down the Mc-ping River 
about half-way on its journey from the cuttings to Ra- 
hang. My crew consisted of twenty elephants with their 
Shan and Lao mahouts, or keepers, who drove the logs, 
and as many bullock-drivers, choppers, and mcn-of-all- 
work to attend to the camps and haul supplies. Boats 
'were needless, for there was no water too deep or cur- 


was written in the wounds on Clno Chahng's back. The 
claw-marks showed that the tiger had leaped on him 
from behind, and, as was to be expected, he had run 
away, for an attack from that quarter will throw the 
bravest and steadiest elephant into an uncontrollable 
panic. Whether Prahada slipped to the ground, was 
pulled down from his seat by the tiger, or was brushed 
oil by the big elephant's running under a tree conld 
only he guessed at, for no trace of him was ever found. 
That the tiger which killed and carried him off was of 
uncommon fierceness was shown by his leaping upon an 
elephant so formidable in size as Chao Chahng. 


There was reason to fear that the big elephant, hav- 


ing felt the tiger's claws, and missing the mahout to 
whom he was accustomed, might refuse to work again 
on the river; but Prahim, a cousin of Prahada, took 
Chao Chahng out next day with the others and put him 
through his tasks without trouble. It was evident that 
the great creature mourned for his dead master, as was 
shown by his restlessness at night, and by his utterance 
of a moaning sound from time to time, very different 
from the grunt and snort of the other elephants. That 
the. great, patient creature was to he the avenger of his 
slain master no one in the camp could have thought or 
dreamed. 


The tiger gave no further sign of his presence cither 


by day or night about the camp, where, for precaution, 
fires were kept burning from sunset to daylight. The 
following day some of the elephants working above the 
camp showed fear of something that they saw or scented 
n the undergrowth on the river-bank; but as 1 sent 
them out now in companies of three together, the tiger, 
if he was lurking about, did not venture to. attack any 
of them. But he prowled near the camp that night, as 
we saw by his tracks next morning. 


" To-day—one, two, three since Prahada went," said a 


Lao forester to me, holding up his fingers one after 
another to signify the lapse of days; and shaking his 
head gloomily, he added: "Now the tiger will come 
back again." 


_ After the recent tragedy, with the knowledge that the 
tiger which carried Prahada off was awaiting his chance 
for the next victim, it was a matter of course that both 
elephants and men should become demoralized and that 
work should lag. 
Several of the men, two with ele- 


phants, quit my service under various pretexts, but really

rent too strong for the elephants, who went up and down 
the steepest slopes and over rocks like great cats as they 
patrolled the river, rolling into the current with heads, 
trunks, and'tusks the logs stranded along the channel, 
or wading out into cataracts to break a forming jam. 
All these elephants were tuskers, except my riding ele- 
phant, Lala, and the biggest and strongest and most 
docile of all was Prahada's elephant, Chao Chatmg, the 
chief, who stood ten feet high at the shoulder. Prahada 
was a northern Lao, a thorough maw chahng, or ele- 
phant-master, who, like all good mahouts, was on the 
best of terms with his animal, and I had learned that the 
two were to be depended upon to carry through the 
hardest jobs that by any chance might come up in 
the day's work 


In camping in the forest it -was not unusual for us to 


find, of a morning, the tracks of some wild animal which 
had' rcconnoitcrcd the camp during the night 
Such a 


discovery' excited no particular alarm, as the 'prowling 
beasts of Siam commonly avoid nun, and the worst that 
was looked for from a tiger or panther was that he 
tnight spring upon a straying buffalo or goat. Hence it 
was the unexpected which happened, when a tiger one 
evening, with the whole camp awake, seized a man who 
had gone a few steps from one of the fires to fetch 
wood to replenish it. At his outcry and the sound of 
the tiger's growl, the Shans and Laos, realizing at once 
what was to be done, caught blazing brands from the 
file and rtishcd to their comrade's rescue. 
A brand 


flung at the tiger struck him in the head, causing him to 
drop'the man and sneak away in the darkness. The 
tracks of the tiger showed him to be a very large as well 
as bold one; but after his experience with the firebrand. 
he was not likely, so the men assured me, to venture into 
the camp again while fires were burning there. The man 
was not dangerously hurt, and we hoped that our trou- 
bles from.wild beasts were ended, as they had begun,' 
with this visit. 


But we were not to be rid of the tiger so easily. He 


was lurking along our line of work on the river next 
day, as the alarm shown by the elephants on several 
occasions testified. When night came on and most of 
the men and elephants were back in camp, Prahada, 
who had'been sent that day far upstream, had not re- 
turned. Presently the crashing sound of an elephant 
coming at full speed was heard in. the forest, and soon 
Qiao Chahng appeared in a state of great excitement, 
and Prahada was not on his back. We halted among the 
other elephants, and thai we saw that his back was torn 
by a tiger's claws. I made up n searching-party, and by 
the light of torches we went back over the elephant's 
trail for half a mile. Then rain began to fall, ending 
our search, as it blotted out the (racks, and we returned, 
baring found no sign of Prahada. 


23je>iory of the tragedy we never learned except zs, it 


from fcar_of the tiger, and I knew that if another man 
were carried nff by him it would mean a general stam- 
pede of my force. With the purchasing firm at Bangkok 
impaticntly awaiting the news of the arrival of tlic'logs 
at Rahang, I had to see my work hindered and in dan- 
ger of coining to a standstill through one murderous 
brute, which could not be killed or frightened away, 
unless by some accident, which was not at all likely. I 
carried my repcating-riflc on my trips from the camp, 
partly in the hope of catching a " snap-shot" at the tiger, 
but more to inspire my men with courage and confidence; 
and further to inspirit them T added fowls to their ra- 
tion of rice, made present? of fancy cloths and tobacco 
to tile siibforcmcn. and promised that every elephant- 
driver should receive five silver coins beyond his stated 
pay if the logs were all down at Rahang by the first day 
of July. _ 


The tail of the drive was lodged at some rapid? five 


miles tip the river, and by clearing these it would he 
practicable to move camp a day or two later, which 
might take us below the ranging of the tiger, who had 
made his presence known to us in every instance from 
somewhere above, the camp. None of the men or cle- 


• phants liked to be sent in this direction, and so for this 
work, on the '.bird day. I detailed four of the best 
tuskers and drivers, and accompanied them on my riding 
elephant. My presence, with the rifle slung to my rid- 
ing-pad, gave courage to the men. which was imparted 
to their elephants, and they worked so well that by the 
middle of the afternoon the rapids were cleared. 


Below the rapids the river broadened into a long pool 


a quarter of a mile wide, and of a depth of three or four 
fcct except where the current had cut a, deep channel 
along the font of the high eastern bank. At the edge 
of the rapids on the cast side, as I waited for Chao 
Chahng to push the last log into the current, I called to 
the three mahouts across the stream to. keep on down 
the west bank, intending myself to take a forest path 
leading to the font of the pool on the cast. They had 
disappeared round a bend in the shore, and Lala was 
lean inn the way up the cast bank from the river, when 
my rifle slipped from its slings and fell upon the rocks. 
At h:s mahout's command. Chao Charing, coming on 
behind «s, picked it up with bis trunk and passed it 
back to me. when I found Ihat the hammer was jammed , ....

high ground, and T was hoping as we went on that the 
tiger would m.>t take tliis lime to s-how himself, when 
we heard the three elephants across the river all trum- 
peting together. Something in their note our animals 
seemed to understand, for at the sound I-ala opened out 
her cars like fans and quickened her pace, and I could 
hear the big elephant gathering speed behind her. An- 
other minute and Chao dialing, acling as if he were 
beyond all control of his mahout, rushed past us and 
soon was lost to view among the trees ahead. . 


Suspecting the cause of the trumpeting, 1 told my 


mahout to keep as close after Chao Chahng as he could, 
and we hurried along until, in making a cut-off from the 
jiat'.i, we came in view of of the river, and the mahout, 
bringing Lala to a sudden halt, pointed with his hand 
out upon the pool. Above the surface near the opposite 
bank was the black-and-yellow head of a swimming 
tiger, the ripples of his wake widening back to the low, 
wooded shore, while after him into the water came the 
three elephants, with their mahouts urging them on. 
They had discovered the tiger crossing the river, and 
knowing that in the water he was helpless to attack 
them, the mahouts had not hesitated to put their ele- 
phants at him. The tiger, realizing his disadvantage, 
was swimming fast for the eastern bank, with excellent 
prospects, as far as we could see, of making it safely, 
for Lala was of no use against him, and Chao Chahng, 
who might possibly have headed him off in the water, 
had run away. 


With my rifle useless and believing that Lala would 


bolt as soon as the tiger_touched the shore, I was think- 
ing of following the big elephant's example, when I 
heard him coming back. 
He had been running, not 


from fear, but to search out a" place where he could get 
down to the water without breaking his neck, and now 
he emerged from the woods at the brink of the high 
bank in line with the course in which the tiger was 
swimming. He advanced, testing his footing, until the 
dirt at the edge, crumbling under his feet, began to 
rattle down to the water; then stretching both fore legs 
straight out before him, he curved his big body over the 
brink, and went sliding down the slope. The tiger, see- 
ing him coming, turned back toward the middle of the 
stream. The bank fell fifty feet down to the water, and was 
very steep, and how Chao Chahng avoided turning a som- 
ersault or two on the way is a mystery; but somehow he 
kept "right side up," and, with Prahim hanging desperately 
to the girth to save himself from dropping over his head, 
he plunged into the water. From a fountain of mud 
and spray his trunk emerged, and then the top of his 
back, moving out into the river, with the mahout climb- 
ing to his place on the neck. Like a monitor in a run- 
ning tide the elephant propelled himself across the deep 
channel, and, gaining his footing in the shallower water 
beyond, he loomed up, confronting the tiger, which 
turned and swani to a great boulder that rose some three 
feet above the water's surface, and scrambled upon it. 
Here he bristled and roared, while the four elephants 
came up and lined themselves around him. At my com- 
mand, the mahout turned Lala back toward the cataract, 
and fording the river there, forced her out into the pool 
above the other elephants,' where she took a position 
from which I could sec all that went on. 


Had my rifle been in working order, I could have 


settled matters with the tiger where he. stood, for no 
hunter could have asked for a surer shot than he pre- 
sented. With my rifle disabled the situation was quite 
another thing. On the rock the tiger stood level with 
the shoulders of the elephants, and for them to close in 
upon him where his spring would land him squarely 
upon the nearest one's head was too much to expect of 
elephants or mahouts. From a safe distance away they 
trumpeted and threatened him with their trunks, but 
came no nearer, while the tiger, facing one and another 
in turn, made feints of springing upon each, but refused 
to quit the rock. Even Chap Chahng, who plainly was 
there for business with the tiger, was not disposed, with 
riie scratches still fresh on his back, to give him a sec- 
ond chance to find a foothold there. And all the while 
we were so near the_ tiger that I could see the line of 
singed hair along his head where the firebrand had 
struck when he tried to carry away the man at the camp 
a few nights before. 


After a half-hour, of waiting, with nothing gained, I 


was debating with myself whether a fire-raft would be 
more likely to dislodge the tiger than to stampede the 
elephants, when the rnuddy water grew more turbid and 
I could see that it was rising round the rock. A rainfall 
somewhere up.the river was the cause of. the change, 
which might indicate a trifling rise or a sweeping freshet. 
The elephants already were quite deep in the pool, and 
if the water kept on rising it was certain that they would 
not stay until it was high enough to force the tiger 
from the rock. In five minutes, however, the water had 
risen a foot, and the elephants now were looking anx- 
iously from the tiger up to where the rapids were be- 
ginning to roar with the coming flood. Every tropical 
beast stands in supreme dread of an inundation, and the 
tiger turned from his besiegers to sniff and growl in a 
new key as the roar of the cataract grew louder and the 
rising .water washed up against his paws. With the 
stream surging against their shoulders, the elephants 
shifted about in their tracks so as to face, the current, 
and the mahouts had to keep up a continual shouting, 
and work their great-toes vigorously against the backs 
of the flapping ears, to prevent the uneasy animals from 
returning to the shore. 
Only Chao Chahng held his 


ground, facing the tiger, while Lala, shuffling round un- 
easily, seemed undecided as to whether her safer course 
v.-crc to remain under his protection or to take to her 
heels. 


Something drifted past me toward the rock—a great 


teak log that the rising water had brought down from 
somewhere upstream. As it scraped along the rock the 
tiger several times seemed on the point of stepping upon 
the log. He hesitated, but just as its rear end was pass- 
ing he glided upon it. The heavy log. floating deep in 
the water, sank lower beneath his weight as. crawling 
to the middle of it, he was bnrnc-from the-rock. .While 
the other mahouts vainly tried to force their elephants 
to the log. Chao Chahng, at Prahim's word, pushed 
swiftly forward upon the tiger, who, balancing himself 
upon his unsteady support, could move only forward or 
backward. At sight of the tusks and upraised trunk 
above him, the tiger, turning, with a whine of fear crept 
swiftly back on the log. evidently hoping to regain his 
place on the rock. 
But Chao Chahng, following bis 


movements, struck him a sweeping side blow with his 
trunk that sent him flying into the water. The other 
tuskers, no longer to -be restrained, were plunging for 
the shore, and Lala bolted after them. 
I caught one 


glimpse of the big elephant rushing upon the tiger strug- 
gling at the surface, and after that, while Lala took the 
rocks and holes at the bottom. I was kept too busy hold- 
ing myself by the ropes to the pad to turn my head until 
we were at the shore. Then, looking back, I saw the 
water swirling over the rock, and above the surface only 
the floating log. and Chao Chahng stalking- shoreward 
through the flood with the air of having just discovered 
that the river was rising. 


We made our way down the shore to the camp, where 


the men, on learning that the man-catcf wa_s killed, built 
bonfires in rejoicing, and. to the accomp_animent of flute 
and pipe, sang songs for half the night in celebration of 
Chao Chahng and his victory over the tiger. The river 
rose five 'feet in an hour; and when it had subsided next 
day the tiger's body was found a mile below the pool. 
stranded o_n a bar. It had been too long in the water 
for the skin to be worth saving, but I wore one of his 
claws on my watch-guard at Rahang on the Fourth of 
July, which, day found oar camp there, with all the logs
